derations, ought all men (chiefely yee who haue authoritie, 
Learning, and Knowledge inthe Art) to flop fuch as worke 
vnskilfully : asTdoubtnot,to the griefe of all honeft men, 
this artis feene dayly abuied by a number of jgnorant malici- 
ous people, who. paffe away (bur tryall, or punifhment) like 
as cofoners,quack-faluers,charlitans, witches,Charmers, 8 di- 
uers other forts of abufers; ‘whofe names I will for the prefent 
omit, inhope they will defift,;their owne confciencesaccufing 
: : A thens, 
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them. Bucalas{ doubt not, buc the moft part of them lacke 
both foule, contciense,and feare of God , are of more vnha 
life, jguorane, and voyd of all skill. piutng ener to the diteated 
quid pro quo, promifng maruailsand to cure all things in fhore 
fpace : which! grauntisa fure AZaxime, as I'could give ouere 
many examples tothe defirudicn of many, and-gricte of thofe 
towhome theyanpertaine, Of thole abufers, there are cight 
or nine divers forcs ¢ For fome runne fromone towne toanoe 
ther, promifing to heale all things by vomitaries, and laxates, 
chiefely withantimonie, pracipitatum, which is powder of 
Quickfiluir, Laureola, Elebour,Colocynth, e£ula,Catapus, 
anddiuers other poyfonayble medicaments, full of venom yn= 
corrected without eyther waight or meafure : thofe are the 
death of infinite numbers,who for the moft part end their daies 
by cruel vomiting, infatiable going to the ftoole, with fyncops 
and intolerable dolour of the ttomackeand jntettinessof thofe, 
fome die the firftor fecond daysthe moftrobult, the feuenth: 
or eight day at the farcheft. Another fortofthofe deceiuers 
alleage to haue their knowledge by reading fome other vul= 
gar Bookes, thofe fellowes promife rare things, and are gar= 
nifhed withfome words thatare ob{cure, and not common,, 
nor wellcanbe vnderftood to themfelues, or by, their Audi- 
tor : Bot to make it the more plaufible they ever thiuft in 
thofeobfcure words,in any purpofe,andto make the matter to: 
haue more faith, they enterlace Scripture, with fighs , and 
fobs, and divers other circumftances.- ‘Fhe third takes ypon 
him to heale all things by Charmes, and praying to Saints of 
the likename that the ficknes is of, alleaping the difeafes. to be 
fome Saints euill, as for. example: fuch as become paralitick 
througha deflux of humors onthe nerves, they terme it to be 
a blaft of cuill wind, and by praying to S, Blaor, it fMiall heale: 
fuchas are hydropick, doe pray toS. Hidrop : {uch as.loofe 
their fight, pray toS, Cleere, thofe whe hearecuill or hath difs 
eafe in theireares, pray toS.Owyn :fuch as hath the gut cale 
led Chiragra,ot any other difeafe inthe hands, pray to Saint, 
Adain, with divers other which were long to repeat. Thofe 
3 ee : deccitfull 
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deceittullignorant people, confider not that allthofe difeafes 
were long before any ofthofe Saints. The fourth fort alleage 
to haue the curation ofall difeafes from their Parents, as heri- 
tage, andthofe be impudent deceauers, The fift fore vaunts 
to be skilful in fuch like difeafes, by experience ypon thems 
feluecs, alleadging them to be moft fkilfull in thecure of the 
french Poxe, becaufe he was cured himfelfe fundry umes of 
the fame difeafe. The fixt takes vpon him to cure all things by 
poyfonable Vomitaries onely, chiefely antimony, by the 
which thofe deceauersperuerts all orders divineand humane, 
in townes, and nations,as cuer hath been obferued in Phifick, 
that hath many euils happening, exprefly condemned by Hype 
pecrates and diuersocther ofthe learned. The feuenth fort of

and hislawes. Iread.at Kome in the time of Cato,thatjono- 
rants were banifhedthat common-wealth, the Learned onely 
& expert retained for the preferuation of the publique weale, 
with power to fuch, to punifh all abufers who durtt bee fo 
boldco trangreffe the commaundements 5 conftitutions , {tas 
eutes and ordinaricesdiuineand humane. I might:-recite“heere

feale, to try and examine all men vpon the Art of Chirurgerie, 
todifcharge, & allow inthe Weft parts of Scotland, who were 
worthy, or ynworthy, to profeffe the fame.
